Marie/' trumpeted The Gazette. "La grande dame du boul. Dorchester se refera 
une beauté au coût de $40 millions/' shouted La Presse.

The grande dame of Dorchester Boulevard is indeed undertaking a mammoth, 
two-year renewai and expansion program at a cost of more than $40 million to 
improve the comfort of , and services to, tenants and, in so doing, consolidate 
Place Ville-Marie's avant-garde position as premier office/retail complex. 

Virtually every aspect of Place Ville-Marie - the flagship property of Trizec 
Corporation Ltd., one of the world's premier developers - will be affected. In this 
extra édition of Beau monde, we focus on some of the major redevelopment work 
which will be carried out in the office buildings, including the cruciform tower, the 
retail mail, and the plaza. 

Highiy innovative at its inception. Place Ville-Marie remains a leader in various 
ways. It was Place Ville-Marie, for example, which triggered Montréal's under- 
ground city - a concept a number of major cities hâve since imitated in order to 
provide pedestrians with protection against inclement weather.

8,800 Windows, dozens of elevators to be replaced 



The work will go on largely at night and 
behind the scènes but over the next 
two years, ail the 8,800-odd Windows 
in Place Ville-Marie's landmark cruci- 
form tower will be changed. 

So will elevators in the tower - 
officially known as the Royal Bank of 
Canada Building - as well as in the IBM 
Building. And ail this is only part of the 
transformation efforts being under- 
taken by Trizec Corporation Ltd. to 
improve the comfort of , and services 
to, office tenants while keeping costs 
under control. 

"The atténuation of the rise in 
costs even now is significantthrough 
measures we hâve aiready adopted," 
says Jean L. Richard, Trizec's senior 
vice-président for eastern Canada. "We 
are determined to reestablish the norm 
for our competitors not only in terms of 



quality of facilities but aIso of cost 
containment." 

Hère are the highiights of work 
now approved for the office buildings: 

• As of next April, the complète 
refenestration program will get under- 
way in the main tower. The new Win- 
dows will be doubleglazed to increase 
comfort and to save energy. Work is 
expected to end in the fall of 1988. 

• To speed up service for users, mod- 
ernization of ail elevators in the Royal 
Bank Building and IBM Building will 
require operating control and call alloca- 
tion Systems which encompass the 
latest technology in computerized con- 
trols. The work will be carried out over 
the next two years using an overlay 
System so that there is no diminution in 
service. Trizec expects an improvement 
of as much as 30 to 40 per cent in 



efficiency in certain cases as well as 
significant energy savings. 

• In the area of new technology. 
Place Ville-Marie will innovate before 
the end of the year by installing a heat- 
pump unit which will serve as a model 
for Canadian buildings of the same 
type, under the "Enerdemo" program 
of Energy, Mines and Resources 
Canada. Over the past three years, in 
another modernization effort. Place 
Ville-Marie computerized the mechani- 
cal Systems of the complex as a whole. 

• AN entrance ways and revolving 
doors of the complex will be renovated 
and replaced by the fall of 1988. 

• Elevator lobbies, common areas 
and washrooms will be renewed pro- 
gressively. The latter will include addi- 
tional access for the handicapped. 



Plaza to enjoy park-like setting 

It's aiready a gathering place where 
Montrealers enjoy the sun and watch 
entertainment in sumnner but as of next 
' ne, the plaza of Place Ville-Marie will 
^^ corne even more pleasant as it 
adopts a park-like environment. The 
central court should be completed in the 
sumnner of 1987, the balance of the 
plaza a year later. 

An amphithéâtre with 16-inch-high 
granité blocks for seating will be part of 
the new ambience to foster Place Ville- 
Marie's encouragement of community 
events and groups. 

Stairs and the plaza itself will be 
resurfaced with natural granité. Grass 
will be laid and 20- and 30-foot trees 
planted. The four existing courts will be 
covered with hovering planes of glass 
and stainless steel consistent with the 
existing architecture. 

Developed in conjunction with the 
original architects, I. M. Pei and Part- 
ners, of New York, in coopération with 
Arcop Associates of Montréal, the new 
concept of the plaza is designed to 
complément the view of McGill Collège 
Avenue, which the city is widening to 
120feet. 

With the redevelopment of the 
plaza, McGill Collège will hâve a green 
area at both ends of the grande avenue 
- the plaza to the south and the McGill 
University campus to the north.

Galerie to be completely revamped 



As evening settles on Place Ville- 
Marie's Galerie des boutiques, workers 
~ like stagehands changing sets for the 
next act - hâve begun carrying out 
major rénovations to give it a new 
thrust as an inviting, people-oriented 
place. It aiready stands among the most 
productive retail areas anywhere in 
Canada. 

Highiy innovative at its inception, 
the promenade spawned Montréars 
underground city which a number of 
major cities hâve since imitated to pro- 
tect pedestrians from the éléments. 

A new entrance to the Galerie is 
being added at Cathcart and University 
streets in order to facilitate access to 
the mail, which this year experienced a 
strong rise in business. An additional 
20,000 square feet of commercial 
space will create 16 to 20 new stores, 
bringing the total to more than 100. 

The floor will be ref inished in natu- 



ral granité after the Christmas-New 
Year's shopping rush. Since some 
300,000 people go through the Galerie 
each week, every effort will be made to 
avoid hindering traffic f low, interfering 
with business or inconveniencing users. 
For example, the granité will be applied 
to only half the surface of the floor at 
any one time, thus allowing business to 
go on as usual. This procédure is aiso 
made necessary because of the adhe- 
sive to be used - it takes 50 hours to 
cure before traffic may move on the 
new surface. Ramps will be provided to 
store entrances over the section of the 
floor which is being resurfaced. 

The new look will aIso include 
marble columns with indirect lighting 
and a vaulted ceiling. Work is aiready 
under way on the ceiling. The replace- 
ment of the latter will be carried out 
quickly since it is prefabricated in mod- 
ular units and then bolted into place.

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A t upper r/ght, floor plan incorporâtes the 20, 000-square-foot expansion of tfie 
Galerie des boutiques and the new entrance at University and Cathcart streets. 



Storefronts of the Galerie will 
receive various treatments. Merchants 
are being urged to adopt the pop-in/ 
pop-out style to individualize their 
shops, create a commercial street amb.^ 
ence and enhance the appeal of the 
promenade as a whole. 

The four existing stairwell courts of 
the plaza will be transformed into light 
wells so that thèse areas become addi- 
tional covered spaces which extend the 
seating of the food fair. Les Cours de la 
Place, and permit year-round use. At 
the plaza level, hovering planes of glass 
and stainless steel will create a skylight 
effect as they cover the courts, allow 
natural light to enter and provide pro- 
tection against inclement weather. One 
of the new, year-round areas will be 
used for spécial activities, including 
indoor promotions and exhibitions. 

Work in the Galerie is scheduled to 
be completed next March.
